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1, The “in istry of Arriculture is vor; dissatisfied with the present devolopment 
cf the Arricultural Cooperatives (2p). In addition te the difficulties 
comected with the foundation of the cooperatives, caused vainly by the 
fact that the great majority of farners resists the pressure of the Government 
‘to join them, there is a decree of the Ministry of Finance and Ministry 

of Agriculture: hich severely threatens the development of the Agricultural 
Cooperntives., formerly, these cooperatives received high subsidies to 

cover investrent and working expenses (sometimes almost 60 percent of the 
Purchase COStS Was cuveruu uy sULSLUICS, LTA We OLave ircasury, Whereas now 
the farmers must acquire the money necded for investment and running oxpenses 
by eredit based on promissory netes and long-term leans with all monbers of 
the Cooperative serving as guarantors. «he farmors soon realized the danger 
of such a personal Liability and could well imagine that, because of the in- 
efficient operation of the scricultural Cooperatives, they would lese the 
rest of their property within « couple of yoars. Prelininary investigations 
carricd out by the State Rank showed thet seventy percent of the Agricultural. 
Cooperatives of the higher type will be operating at a loss to the sanc extent 
as they did lust year, 


2. f.ccordine to the plan of the !inistry of Apriculture the collectivization 
of acriculture should be completed within three years by forming cooperatives 
of the fourth ty ps. 


3. Trelininary surveys carried out by the State Bank alse indicate that the 
state-ovmed estates will close this year with a loss of two billion Kes, 
because uiost of the people refused to work for the wages set in accordance 
wit, the Soviet system of croup wages. For that reason pe sta te-ormed 
estates have to pay the same wares as in 1950 which ars 
parison with toe prices paid for products sold by th Srcihidine 0 
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
